Tho wax next to the cast hardens 'first, 
and then tho center mass Is poured otT, 
leaving the waxwork a hollow slielL The 
cast bus to he filled up with the wax iu 
order to prevent cracks or creases on tho 
surface. After the figure bus become 
cool It is carefully smoothed oil' and 
touched up by tho artist, his tools being 
very light and delicate wooden sera; ors 
and a little knife made of a small clock 
spring. " 

"Are wax wax figures expensive?" the 
anxious inquirer asked of the artist. 

"Fairly so, " was the response. "One 
firm will not make a figure of any kind 
for less than $200. The wax is- the purest 
beeswax, und costs (10 cents a pound. In 
making a life-size head I , use about 
eighteen pounds of wax; that Is, I have 
to melt up about that much, but of courso 
there is a good deal can bo poured back 
from the cast. It took 180 pounds to, 
make that figure of the Cirace, "and such 
a work would cost A")00. Most of the wax 
heads and bust3 in hairdressers' windows 
turn yellow with age. That's because 
the figure is finished and then colored; I 
mix my colors iu tho wax when I melt 
it, and time uever changes its appear- 
ance. " 

"Mow do yoa fix up tho hair?" again 
propounded the interrogator. 

"If the hair Is to be very heavy I use 
a wig, if cot I put it in with a needle 
while the wax is still hot. Glass eyes 
are easily supplied and it is remarkable 
what a wonderful resemblance to life wo 
can produce " 

It is au interesting sight to watch the 
artist at work on the head of aontc 
famous man. Before him stands a photo- 
graph of his subject. With magnifying 
giass iu hand he pores over each feature, 
working at the plastic clay all the time. 
Under his magic touch the cluy grows 
into a perfect likeness of its prototype, 
until every feature stands boldly out. 
The making of the model is the hardest 
part of the work. To completo the 
model of any prominent person requires 
from four to six days, with two sittings 
of two or three hours each day; after 
that tho work can bo finished in short or- 
der. The bodies of moat of tho large 
figures, where clothing or drapery is to 
be used, are made of heavy paper molds, 
making them much lighter than wax and 
at the same time much more durable. 

"Fumigating" Mode™ Antlquo Furniture 

[New York Sun.] 

"I would like to show you some antique 
furniture, " said a chipper clerk to a re- 
porter as he pointed to nn old fashioned 
bedstead with four square posts and four 
rails with pegs in them around which the 
bed ropo was to be passed. Near by was 
a carved mnntel and a chest of drawers. 
All were made of oak. and were dark and 
time stained enough to be .'100 years old. 

"They are beautiful, " said tho cle^k, 
"but they aro not old, as they seem to bo. 
"We got them from the factory to-day. 
"Wo sell them for what they are; if the 
buyer tells his friends that his great- 
grandfather brought them over in the 
Mayflower. It Is none of our business. " 

"They are stained then? " said there- 
porter. 

"Wot exactly. There are a number of 
good stnius and polishes, but the trouble 
with them all is that they roughen the 
surface and make it fuzzy. These things 
are simply fumigated. We put the furni- 
turo iu a small, air tight room, and put a 
platter under it. Then we pour a pint 
of strong ammonia into the platter, and go 
out and shut the door. The ammonia 
must not touch the wood, but the gas 
from it rises and penetrates the pores. 
The furniture and the chomical action be- 
tween it and the tannic acid in the wood 
does the business. Tbe wood is colored 
so deep that a shaving removed shows 
tho same ancient color below. It is a 
legitimate way of beautifying furniture 
as long as the customer is not deceived in 
regard to it " .

The Number of Killed'"jLnrser 
Ihnii Told. 

Fears ol an Uprising on this 
Coast. 

Cheyenne, Wy., Sept., 5. — A Lead 
er special from Rock Springs gives 
the latest, that, can be. obtained from 
the scene of tho anti-Oliinese trouble. 
All is quiet to day and tho miners 
have returned to work. At a meeting 
held last night measures were taken to 
put a stop to the drunken carousals of 
a few of their number, who have been 
celebrating tlio removal of the Chinese. 
Two more dead celestials were found 
to-day in the ruins of Chinatown, and 
another beneath the railroad bridge 
a'»out a mile east. Tho heathen had been 
wounded and managed to walk that 
far before he gave up. Your correspon- 
dent talked with the miners to-day 
who took \i\ active part in the attack 
on Chinatown, and was told that less 
than a third of the dead Chinese in tho 
ruins of tho houses havo been found 
thus far. They declare that no less 
than twenty five were shot down inside 
the burned buildings. These buildings 
had dirt roofs, which covered up the 
dead Chinameii when the dwellings 
succumbed to the flames, and as no 
actual search has been made in the 
ruins, it is quite probable that these 
statements are true. 

Chinamen are still arriving at the 
stations euat and west almost dead from 
fright and weak from fatigue and lack 
of food. All are shipped to Evanatou 
by the comprny. They reiterated the 
statement that many have died in the 
hills from wounds received in tbe at- 
tack. It is reported here that the white 
miners at Altny, in the western end of 
the. Territory, havf notified the Chinese 
laborers in the mines that they inuat 
leave inside of three days, and that the 
Union Paci6c has guaranteed their . re- 
moval in'the /'time specified. Tho Celes- 
tials all along the road refused to work 
to-day, and demanded passes to Evan- 
ston. The Chinese' laundrymen and 
Bervants.at Green Kiver were told last 
night that they must leave within 
twelve hours, and they will go West on 
to-day's express. 

Washington, Sept. 5. — Gen. Eose- 
crans said that there could be*ho rea- 
son for believing that tho massacre of 
Chinese by miners in Wyoming Terri- 
tory would lead to serious troublo on 
tho Pacific Coast. Hugh J. Mohan, a 
prominent California politican and 
campaign speaker who is here, takes a 
contrary view of tho situation. He snys 
that the unemployed laborers of Cali- 
fornia, who attribute their lack of em- 
ployment to the presence of Chinamen, 
need only the slightest excitement' to 
make" ah attack on Chinese settlements. 

Adjutant General Drum to-day tele- 
graphed instructions to Major General 
Schofield, at Chicago, to order addition- 
al United States troops to Evanston, 
Wyo., where tho fleeting Chinese are 
concentrating and to all other points 
along the United States mail routes in 
that Territory, where there are indica- 
tions of trouble. Information was re- 
ceived Co-day that two companies) of 
soldiers ordered to the scene of the dis- 
turbance yesterday arrived at Evan- 
ston this morning, and that' the con- 
dition of affairs there is threatening.

THE CIVIL WAR AT FAR WELL. 

No one expected that our esteemed 
morning contemporary would approve of 
the reaoluto attitude assumed by Mr. 
Sproafc at Farwoll towards tho Dominion 
bulliea under Commissioner Johnston. 
After ho haa advised the surrender of tho 
minerals in the railway belt to Canada it 
would be unreasonable to look for pluck 
or backbone in so weak a creaturo aB our 
con temporary. Ho would make a grand 
potlatch of tho entire province for 
another opportunity to "lie" at the foot 
of the throne. But the public had a 
right to expect that an intelligent and 
respectable citizen and (as he describes 
himself) a friend of the proaont govern- 
ment, would havo road Mr. Sproat's 
despatch carefully before condemning 
that oflicial in the wholesale manner he 
doos in the letter signed "Apropos" in 
thia iasuo. Our correspondent assumes 
that the arrest of Mr. Johnston and his 
men was caused by the efforts of the Do- 
minion police to suppress drinking along 
tho railway line. If "Apropos" will read 
tho despatch again ho will discover the 
following laid down by Mr. Sproat as the 
ground of his proceeding against the com- 
missioner; 

"Since the approach of greater num- 
bers of workmen to this place crimes havo 
considerably incroasod. There also has 
beon all outbreak on the part of Mr. 
JohnBton, commissioner of police, and his 
special constables. They defied the law 
and the court, rescued a prisoner from 
lawful custody, assaulted and imprisoned 
two provincial politamon, pursued another 
one, assaulted and imprisoned an iuno- 
cont messenger aont by Mr, Kirkup, 
threatened to arrest mysolf and every 
officer connected with tho province, and 
marched into the chief streets of this 
town like cowboys on a raid." 

If provincial law can be defied and 
provincial constables imprisoned and as- 
saulted by Dominion constables with im- 
punity, it ia time to onqtiire if the local 
government haa any authority within tho 
borders of the province which tho Do- 
minion officials are bound to respect. Mr. 
Sproat has acted in strict conformity with 
tho law, and has vindicated in a sum- 
mary manner the authority of his court 
and the provincial government. The 
effective step he has taken may startle 
nervous people, but it wua the only course 
open to Mr. Sproat if he intended to re- 
main aud dispense provincial law in the 
district. We do not believe that the 
high-handed proceedings of Commis- 
sioner Johnston will be approved by the 
Dominion government. 

THE EXTRA SESSIONAL ALLOW- 
ANCE. 

Our esteemed morning contemporary 
would ba sarcastic if he but knew how. 
Ab things eo he is only silly. Ho attempts 
to excuse his conduct in accepting a ses- 
sional allowance of §1,000 after he had 
been elected to servo the public at Ottawa 
for 8600, by saying that ho took the ad- 
ditional §400 because a,a act of parliament 
authorized it. The inference he leaves 
the public to draw is that the members 
for Victoria city and others accepted the 
9600 additional allowance for tho lute 
session without any legal authority what- 
soever — that they just grabbed and poc- 
keted it illegally. The fact ia, however, 
that the amount was voted in tho supple- 
mentary estimates and that oil the mem- 
bers — including Mr. Blake and Mr. Mac- 
kenzie voted for it — excepting one. Mr. 
Blake, finding that tho vote waa unpopu- 
lar, handed his $(500 to the agricultural 
societies in his riding; and Mr. Macken- 
zie, after revolving the thing in his mind 
for a month, has decided to pay his £500 
back into the treasury. No one will dis- 
pute the right of Messrs. Blake and Mac- 
kenzie to do as they deomed propor with 
an amount which their votes allow they 
believed had been fairly earned, anymore 
than the right of tho editor of tho Stan- 
dard to return to the local treasury the 
sum of $2,500 whioh ho drow for his own 
purposes under precisely the same auth- 
ority — a supplementary estimato — that 
the Ottawa members received their §500, 
would be questioned. No act of parlia- 
ment was necessary in eithor case to auth- 
orize the payments, and our contemporary 
ia either ignorant of tho constitution un- 
der which he lives or thinks his readers 
are. Tho difference between the Ottawa 
members and tho editor of the Standard 
ia this: The Ottawa members earned 
their additional allowance while the editor 
of the Standard did not oarn the §2,500 
which tho local house voted him. As our 
contemporary, by inference, has con- 
demned his own act in accepting §2,500 
without an act of parliament, wo have no 
doubt that the finance minister will bo 
only too happy to receive back the amount 
and entor it in his books under the head 
of "conscience money." 

THE IRON HAND IN ALSA CE. 

It is announced with every appearance 
of truth that M. Rothan, a French diplo- 
matist and author of celebrity, has just 
boon oxpelled from Germany. He waa 
living, it seems, on his Alsatian estate, 
nour Cuttenbach, in the Mun3t,erthal, and 
received an intimation from the Sirasburg 
government to quit tho province within 
three days. It is inferred that his ex- 
pulsion may be connected, among other 
things, with the fact that M. Rothan re- 
cently joined M. Deroulede's Patriotic 
League at Paris, and that his German an- 
tipathies have lately become very pro- 
nounced. RI. Ilothan, who ia now 03 
years old, has aeon much diplomatic ser- 
Tica of various kinds in Germany as At- 
tache 1 , &c, and in 18G8, aft^r having 
acted as French Consul-General at Frank- 
fort, ho waa appointed minister-resident 
for the Hanseatic Cities. Ho ia tho au- 
thor, among other things, of an interest- 
ing book on tho Luxembourg question — 
"L'Afiaire de Luxembourg" — and of two 
voluraeaontitled"L'Allemagno etl'Italie." 
Ho is the same M. Rothan who is occasi- 
onally referred to in Prince BiBmarck's 
Frankfort despatches as a sort of secrot 
onemy of the Prussian envoy at tho Diot. 
Alluding to nn attack of which he had 
once been made tho object in the Moni- 
teur (March, 1885, during the Crimean 
War), Bismarck wroto: — "It Beems that 
that this article about me, which ooraes 
ostensibly from Frankfort, emanates in 
reality from the French Embassy in Ber- 
lin, and especially from F. Rothan, who 
passed through this way to Pam a few 
day* ago, and bears mo a personal dislike." 
It may be added that M. Rothan is an 
Alsatian by birth, but his record as far as 
concerns domentic agitation against the 
government of his adopted country would 
now team to be closed. 



TERTIARY MAN. 

At the last meeting of the French As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Science 
M. de Mortillet discussed the question of 
tertiary man. He said the question was 
not to know if man as he exists at the 
present day already existed in the tertiary- 
epoch. Animals certainly varied from 
one geological stratum to another, and 
these variations inereased as tho strata 
were geologically distant. Tho higher the 
animals the greater the variation. It was 
to bo inferred then that man would vary 
more rapidly than tho other animals. The 
problem was not to discover existing man 
in the tertiary period, but only to find 
there an ancestral form .of man a prede- 
cessor of the man of historical times. 
The question was, do thoro exist in the 
tertiary strata objects which imply the 
existence of an intelligent being 1 M. de 
Mortillot has no hesitation in saying there 
do. Those objects have, in fact, beer, 
found at two different stages of the ter- 
tiary epoch — in the lower tertiary at 
Thenay and in the upper tertiary at Ctta, 
in Portugal, and at Puy Covrny, in Can- 
tal. These objecta proved that at these 
two epochs there existed hi Europe 
animals acquainted with the use of fire 
and able more or less to cut stone. Dur- 
ing the tertiary period there existed, 
then, animals loss intelligent than exist- 
ing man, but much more intelligent than 
existing apes. This animal, to which M. 
de Mortillet gives the name of anthro- 
pethique, or ape man, was, he maintains, 
an ancestral form of historic man, whose 
skeleton has not yet boon discovered, but 
who has made himself known to us in the 
clearost manner by his worka. A num- 
ber of flints were exhibited from tho 
strata in question, which had been in- 
tentionally chipped and exposed to fire. 
After a long discussion, the almost unani- 
mous opinion waa expressed "that after 
this meeting and discussion at Grenoble 
there can no longor bo a doubt of the ex- 
istence in tho tertiary period of an ancos- 
tral form of man." 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

TONQUIKT. 
Paris, Sept. 5. — Gen. De Courcey, 
French commander in Annam, tele- 
graphs from Hue that serious disorders 
have occurred in Quinhon. Numorous 
Christens were massacred and a num- 
ber of villages were burned. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Council Bluffs, Sept. 5. — On April 
\i, 1885, Mrs. Symes Avery died at 
Taunton, Somerset, England, leaving 
an estate valued at £200,000 to her 
two children, Ada H. ami David 
Symes, aged 14 and 10. Charles Avery, 
step-father of tho children, abducted 
tbem and brought them U> tiiis city, 
where he has been living since June 
15th with thy 14-year-old girl as his 
wife. Ed. H. Hodges of Somerset, 
England, the legal guardian of the 
children, arrived here today, took 
possession of them and left for Eng- 
land. Avery has disappeared. 

GERMANY. 
London, Sept. 5. — At a meeting of 
Catholics at Munster, Prussia, Dr. 
Windhorst, tho Prussian Catholic lead- 
er, said the Pope still ruled the world. 
The Holy Chair must be made inde- 
pendent of the powers. Wo now, he 
said, stand steadfast for the Pope 
through life or death. The speaker ask- 
ed for three cheers for Pope Leo, which 
were given with enthusiasm. Several 
resolutions were passed demanding tho 
unconditional repeal of the Ohiof May 
laws, especially llioae dealing with re- 
ligious orders and the education of the 
clergy. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Sept. 5. — Advices from 
Allahabad say it is believed that Gen. 
Roberts will urge the increase of the 
Indian army by 10,000 British troops 
and 17,000 natives.- 

WALES. 
Cardiff, Sept. 5. — The steamer 
Crindan, from Barcelona, arrived at 
this port yesterday. Since then one 
man on her has died from a disease 
supposed to be cholera, and four others 
of the crew are reported sick. The ves- 
sel has been ordered to quit here. 

EGYPT. 

Cairo, Sept. 5. — Information lias 
been received here that hostilities havo 
been suspended at Kassala. The garri- 
son still bolds its arms and havt posses- 
sion of the town, which is fed by friend- 
ly Halinkas. 

CHINA. 

London, Sept. 5. — It is reported 
that Sir Francis Hart, British Am- 
bassador to China, is very actively en- 
gaged in endeavoring to induce Pekin 
Government to so execute the provi- 
sions of the Anglo-Chinese commercial 
understanding recently reached be- 
tween the two nations, as to give Eng 
liah firms the preferenco in the work of 
constructing various railways and 
other internal improvements decided 
on, and for the construction of which 
Germans have recently been making 
Bush strong overtures.

THE CAROLINE ISLANDS DIS- 
PUTE. 

The Germans Seize (lie Islands. 

Cowardly Conduct of the Span- 
ish War Ships. 

The German Embassy Mobbed. 

War Considered Almost Certain. 



Madrid, Sept. 5. — A Bonsatioh was 
caused hero this morning on receipt of 
important news from tho Carolino Islands. 
Two Spanish war ships reached Yap, ono 
of the islands, on tho 21st, and prepared 
to occupy it in the name of Spain. Tho 
Spanish officers wore dilatory in landing 
troops, and on the 24th of tho same month 
a German gunboat arrived. Although it 
waa 7 o'clock in the evening, tho Gorman 
commander instantly landed a body of 
marines and sailors and hoisted the Ger- 
man flag over the island. Tho Spanish 
officials made an onorgetic protest against 
tho act of the German commander, and 
on tho hitter's refusal to rocodo from the 
position ho had taken, telegraphed to 
Madrid for instructions. A conflict be- 
tween the Germans and Spaniards at Yap 
is feared. 

An important meeting of leading liber- 
als was hold to-day at tho residence of 
Seignor Sogasti. After discuassing tho 
Carolines question it was reaolved that the 
occupation of tho island of Yap by a Ger- 
man gunboat should bo considered equiv- 
alent to a declaration of war, and if a 
crisis in tho government should occur and 
the liberals bo called into power, they 
would withdraw Count de Benomar, 
Spanish ambassador at Berlin, and hand 
Count Von Solms-Sinnowalde, Gorman 
ambassador at Madrid, his passports. Tho 
resolutions also declared that tho liberals 
would also ordor the Spanish authorities 
at tho Philippines to recover the territory 
of tho Carolines taken possession of by 
Germany, and to use force if necessary to 
gain it. The adoption of the abovo reso- 
lutions has created a great sensation. Tho 
government has dismissed f rom sorvioe tho 
com menders of tho two Spanish men of 
war stationed at Yap. 

New York, Sept 5. — A Madrid dis- 
patch Bay 3: "Last night oflicial dispatches 
were received by tho government that a 
German gunboat had landed troops on the 
night of the 24th of August and hoistod 
a German Hag there. The Spanish vessels 
San Fuerta and Manilla wore at Yap at 
the time. Tho captains of the Spanish 
vessels and the Spanish government pro- 
tested against tho occupation. The Span- 
ish gunboats cleared their docks for ac- 
tion, and the Manilla was about to open 
fire on the Gorman gunboat when sho was 
signalled to desist, which she did most re- 
luctantly. A third Spanish vobsoI, tho 
Valestoro, has arrived at Yap bay." This 
news causod tho wildest excitement 
throughout Spain. Crowds gathorcd in 
the streotH of Madrid all night long, fran- 
tically gesticulating and calling tho Em- 
peror William, the Crown Prince, and 
Bismarck the vilest names, Soveral 
thousand people shouting "Death to Bis- 
marck," and "Viva Espana," mobbed the 
German embassy, smashing the windows, 
breaking into a thousand pieces the Ger- 
man arms on the embassy building and 
trampling the fragments under thoir feet. 
Tho embassy waa completely mobbed, and 
the furniture and mirrors were dashod to 
pieces, tho pooplo almost foaming at their 
mouths with frenzy. 

After venting their spleen there, the 
mob proceeded to tho French embassy 
and cheered frantically. 

Paris, Sept. 5. — The events in Madrid 
are causing a sensation in this city. Ar- 
bitration for a settlement of tho Carolines 
question is now considered impossible, 
and the position of King Alfonso and his 
ministry is considorod as precarious. 
Leading Spanish reside nts in thia city say 
that war with Germany or a revolution 
is now certain. La France and La Paris 
say that Alfonso will be overthrown un- 
less he heads the war parly. 

London, Sept. 5.— The Standard's Mad- 
rid correspondent telegraphs that buccos- 
sivo editions of tho nowspaper containing 
the account of the German occupation of 
Yap were eagerly bought by the people 
last evening, and that excited groups 
stood around tho lamp posta and doorways 
of cafes heatedly discussing the situation. 
The people are intensely angered against 
Germany for tho step taken. The greatest 
irritation prevails in military and naval 
circles over the affair. The civil guards 
succeeded in saving fragments of the coat 
of arms from the bonfire in front of the 
ofHco of tho ministor of tho intorior. The 
German legation is guarded by cavalry, 
infantry and artillery. 

Paris, Sept. 0. — The French ministor 
of foreign affairs has telegraphed tho 
Fronch ambassador at Madrid to observe 
tho greatest prudence during the difficul- 
ties at Madrid over tho Carolines affair. 
it was tub commander's fault. 

Madrid, Sept. 5 — Later dispatchoa re- 
specting the German occupation of Yap 
stated that the governor of that island 
wished to resist the landing of the Gor- 
man marines and sailors, but that the 
commander of the Spanish man-of war San 
Fuenta, which was tho only vessol of that 
nationality in tho harbor, refused to agree 
with tho governor as to the adoption of 
such a course, or to lend tho latter assist- 
ance. It is geii3rally believed that tho 
commander of the opanish man of war 
Velasco, which was expected at Yap on 
the 2Uth of August, carried with him ener- 
getic orders. 

Tho ministors and civil and military 
authorities, met King Alfonso at'the depot 
on his arrival in tho city. Large crowds 
of peoplo lined the route taken by tho 
royal party in going from the depot to the 
palace, and shouted "Long live Spain." 
The king was repeatndly greeted with 
cheers. Notwithstanding the excitement 
the most perfect order prevailed. 

Berlin, Sept. 5. — Tho National Zoi- 
tung, commenting on the scenes enactod 
in Madrid on the reception' of tho news 
of tho German occupation of Yap, says 
that Spain must give Germany necessary 
satisfaction for the events of last evening. 
The other papors are silent in regard to 
the affair. 

Madrid, Sept. 5. — Count Von Solme 
Sonnewalde, German ambassador, has re- 
turned to the Legation in this city from 
Lagranja. He was escorted by a strong 
military guard. King Alfonso also re- 
turned to the city, and is now presiding at 
a cabinet council. Everything is now 
orderly throughout tho city, although the 
moat intense excitoment prevails. 

The situation is very grave. The council 
of ministers has accepted a proposition to 
court martial the governor of Yap and the 
commanders of the two Spanish war ships 
which arrived there on the 21st for ; ne- 
glect of duty, the latter in not immedi- 
ately garrisoning the island with Spanish 
soldiers on their arrival there, and the 



former in not hoisting the Spanish flag 
and proclaiming the sovereignty of Spain 
over the island. The report that a Ger- 
man squadron had Bailed for the Caroline 
Islands ia confirmed. 

Fifty-six leaders of the mob were ar- 
rested before the crowd retired. 

Madrid, Sept. 5. — An official report 
has been mado concerning the cabinet 
council held this afternoon presided over 
by King Alfonso. Tho report saya that 
tho government cannot now make public 
the measures docidod upon, but that tho 
Country, may bo assured that they were of 
an energetic character. The report fur- 
ther says that tho government has de- 
cided that negotiations respecting an out- 
rage on an integral part of tho Spanish 
territory are impossible. 

London, Sept. 5. — The Standard's Ber- 
lin correspondent says that Spain h;- 
ally and decidedly declined to submit the 
Carolines affair to arbitration. Spain 
argues that the question of Spanish juris- 
diction over the islands has been a fact 
too well known to admit of discussion. 
German government officials still scout the 
idea of war. 

London, Sept. 5. — The riots between 
the Germans and Czechs in Bohemia con- 
tinue, and greatly disturb the Auatrian 
government. It is feared that Gormany 
may take umbrage at tho state of affairs 
and demand heavy indemnities for the 
Germans injured by tho rows. Many riots 
have occurred, but tho majority havo been 
hushed up by the government officials, in 
ordor to prevent the hostile spirit be- 
tween tho conflicting partios from spread- 
ing. 

Eastern Canada Mail. 

(Per Northern PaclBo Railway.) 

Ottawa, Aug. 25.— It is understood 
that the premier will remain at River du 
Loup until tho end of September if the 
weather does not keep too cool. 

Major General Middleton is offering a 
prize for competition at the Dominion 
rillo meeting of a character novel in this 
country. Targets are arranged to riso and 
fall, remaining in full view a few seconds 
only. While tho target is in sight the 
competitors, who are moving, either ad- 
vancing or retiring, have to halt, judge 
thoir distance, sight accordingly and fire. 
Tho competition is ono of tho finest tests 
of the value of any force as skirmishers 
that haa yet been brought before the 
notice of the various associations. 

Tho total value of imports and exports 
to the Dominion for last month respec- 
tively was 89,208,220 and 81,030,165. 
Tho amount of duty collected was 81,733, - 
107. 

London, Aug. 29.— The year-old child 
of Andrew Ritchio fell into a tub of soap, 
suds, but was pulled out before being 
drowuod. It look sick and died in a few 
hours after. Tho doctor said it swallowed 
suds, and tho action of lye caused death. 

J. L. Morris, acting on behalf of Irvine, 
Donohue, Finlay and Work, of Hamilton, 
this afternoon took out an action of §20,- 
000 damages against the Star for its criti- 
cism and reflection upon the Nautilus row- 
ing club of Hamilton. 

Coroner Jones yesterday committed the 
four young men who gavo themselves up 
for complicity in the Verdun murder 
case. 

Owen Sound, Aug. 28.— The steamer 
Frances Smith arrivoct down yestorday 
without assistance. Tho damage to tho 
vessol ia very slight, and will bo ropaired 
in a few days. She is now in the dry 
dock here, and will leave on her regular 
trip Tuesday.

Iiitercstintr Letter from that 
Flourishing Locality. 

(CaireSpoinleiice ot Tho Colonist.) 

Mkllioniu-Waktua, Mayne Island, 
Pldmpbr'h Pass, B.C., Sept. 2, 1885. 

To the majority of people in British 
Columbia Mayne Island is known only in 
name. It is a small island about three 
miles across in its widest part. It is tho 
half-way house for tho mail steamers 
passing to and fro between Victoria and 
New Westminster. I daresay many that 
have traveled on the Yosemite remomber 
that placo in the straits where they soem 
to turn round and steadily cteara right 
into a face of rock, and then suddenly 
pass through a channel into the gulf. 
That channel divides Mayne Island from 
Galiano Island. Looking from the steam- 
or's dock one would think there could be 
no good land thero — nothing but rock, 
pine and hill, but it is not so. Some of 
tho best land in the country is to bo 
found here. It is true, wo are just 

EMERGING FROM BARBARISM, 

but tho laud is steadily becoming cleared, 
and farms aro brightening up the dull 
monotony of hill and forest. Amongst 
the 6,000 acres or thereabouts that repre- 
sent thia island about 1,350 aro good 
bottom land, if put into pasture, capablo 
of feeding about 200 head of cattle; on 
tho surplus grass from tho good land, in 
conjunction with the poor land, 5,000 
sheep might roam yearly. Our farms aro 
steadily improving, noticeably amongst 
theso one might mention Measrs. Robson, 
Deacon and Smith (or "Dutchy" as ho is 
more familiarly called.) Tho latter is 
moro successful with fowls than, I sup- 
pose, any one in the province. 

OUR AI'I'LES AND POTATOES ARE PERFEC- 
TION. 

Mr. Deacon can produce some of the 
finest apples in the country, and as for 
potatoes, who has not heard of the famous 
Plumper Pass potato / Wo can boast of 
a rising, well appointed little store, and 
thanks to the present government shortly 
hope to have a wharf, as the last session 
placed it upon the estimates, and wo are 
told work will commence upon it thin 
month. I might Hay we have not been for- 
gotten in tho way of schools. Tho day 
school, under the careful supervision of 
Mr. Phelps, (altliough we here have 
to regret the late constant change of 
teachers, tending to injure our children), 
is progressing satisfactorily. Wo also 
have a 

SUNDAY SCHOOL 

in which the children vie one with the 
other in learning tho Gospel truths. This 
summer the Sunday achool children held 
their annual picnic (I may say the first of 
the series) in which the fftthors and tooth- 
ers and frienda from the adjoining islands 
gathered, spending a most happy day and 
enjoying an excellent tea prepared by Mrs. 
Bennett and others.- Mr. Collinson is our 
postmaster and connecting link with tho 
outside world, careful over his postal 
dutiea and always willing to receive or im- 
part gossip from or to the world outside, 
aB he fer ries his passengers to tho Yosemite 
or Teaser. The Norweigan and the Finn 
have throughout all ages been noted for 
their pationco, their energy and wonder- 
ful perseverance. No better examplo of 
this could be found than on Mayne Island 
to day. Here we have a 

SCHOONER ALMOST READY FOR SEA, 

built by throe Finns who have gone from 
island to island cutting tho titnbor where 
with to fashion this craft. They havo 
their own forge, tools, aaw pits and char- 
coal pits, and one cannot bestow too much 
praise on those hardworking, enterprising 
men. The lighthouse under the care of 
Mr. Georgeson is "a thing of boauty and 
a joy forever" to our outside world ex- 
periences. Our Indian reserve is at pre- 
sent in the hands of a few steady, indus- 
trious redmen, who are of groat use to us 
in supplying a deeply felt want, to wit, 
labor at a reasonable prico. Mr. Alford, 
one of our number, has lately left us for 
England. In such a small community 
such a los's is a grievous one, and our only 
hope is that anothor equally useful may 
take his place. Some of our people aro 
willing to soli out and if, Mr. Editor, yon 
Bhould meet anyone wishing to roaido in 
this most charming placo refer them to me 
and I shall gladly give all the help in ray 
power.

THE UtJItGII MYSTERY. 



K. A. Proctor In the PoSiceCoim 

Richard A. Proctor was arraigned be- 
fore Mr. E Johnson yesterday morning, 
while certain evidence was taken in the 
supposed murder of Burgh, tho owner of 
tho sloop Fleetvring, with which tho pris- 
oner and anothor named Craine returned 
with to Victoria, and sold, together with 
other personal effects of Burgh. 

Supt. Roycraft, of the provincial police, 
in opening tho case, said on account of 
the remoteness of the scone of the sup- 
posed murder it was a difficult and 
lengthy matter to secure information as 
to tho movements of the parties after they 
had arrivod at Skeena river. Tho sloop 
left Victoria on 28th April last with 
Burgh, Craine and the prisoner Proctor. 
It. was seen at Fort Rupert and Metlakat- 
lah, the three men being at tho time on 
board. Before leaving tho captain said 
ho was going to winter at Dempster's and 
would leave for the Lome creek mines. 
On the 27th July tho sloop rotumod to 
Victoria without Burgh, and on the 1st of 
August Craine sold tho sloop to a mau 
named Paine for $300 who had it regis- 
tered as a British vessel. Tho question 
was then asked what had become of Burgh 
and Proctor statod that at Graham island 
the missing man had changed his mind 
and had gone up the Stickeon rivor. On 
'being arrested tho prisoner was stopping 
in the same house v> th Craino, who had 
since disappeared. Burgh's watch and 
ring hid been found on l'roctor. A wit- 
ness would prove that at a point on the 
northern portion of the isiand Indians 
had told hirn they had seen the body of a 
white man lying on the beach, tho des- 
cription of which answered that of Burgh.- 

The first witness called was 

Henry Saundora, who testified that he 
sold a man named "O'Burk" a lot of 
stores for tho aloop Fleotwing on the 24th 
of April, to the amount of §202 30; it was 
a very liberal outfit for throo minors; 
O'Burk said that himself and two other 
men wore going to the Lome creek mines, 
when they got to tho Skeena they would 
leave the sloop with Mr. Dempster, of the 
Windsor cannery, while they went on to 
the mines. 

John Moore sworn, said that he saw tho 
Fleetwing last the night before she left; 
saw the prisoner on board; was acquaint- 
ed with Burgh for fourteen months, and 
knew Proctor since Christmas; Craine 
came here on the Fleetwing with Burgh; 
the ring produced looks very like Burgh's; 
am pretty sure it is tho one he wore; the 
pipes produced are Craino's; saw a watch 
on Prootor's person that I believe was 
Burgh>, but can't remember that Proctor 
told mo he got the watch from Burgh; 
Craine and Burgh each owned a half 
interest in tho sloop; to my knowledge 
Burgh had about 8&oU when he went away; 
don't know how much money Proctor had 
when he left; when he returned, asked 
him where Burgh was; ho said he had left 
him at the mouth of tho Stickoen river, 
and that he had gone up the river in a 
canoe with a squaw to start a ranch; havo 
seen the ring on Proctor's finger; didn't 
ask aim how he got it; asked him at the 
Pritchard House how he got all Burgh's 
gear and wanted to know where Burgh 
was; Prootor said, "I told you once whore 
ho was. " 

Charles Williams, sworn, said ho recog- 
nized tho ring produced; got it from Proo- 
tor; didn't exactly buy it; we were out 
riding one day, and saw tho ring and said 
"let mo wear it awhile;" Proctor pulled it 
off his finger and gave it to mo; a police- 
man took it from me. 

Charles Seeley, sworn — Was ooming 
down to Victoria, from the north last 
spring; met the Fleetwing; as near as I 
oan judgo, it was betweon the rapids and 
Salmon river; saw three men in hor at 
that time; was in tho Fleetwing at tho 
time the customs authorities seized hor 
for smuggling, but don't know who paid 
the money to release her. 

This ?,a4 tho evidence taken, and tho 
prisoner was remandod to give the author- 
ities timo to produce other testimony. 
The disappearance of Burgh will be thor- 
oughly investigated and the crime traced 
home to its porpotrators.

In response to the call made in a notice 
with no signature attached which was gen- 
erally distributed and appeared in the 
Sunday edition of this paper, about 40 
men collected at Frank Campbell's corner 
on Monday morning, formed in proces- 
sion and marched to various places of 
business and whero building boing 
prosecuted, asking work and demanding 
that tho Chinese bo discharged. After a 
few remarks by John Cream, a hotel 
runner, on tho condition of tho labor 
question the procession marched first to 
tho now theatre building, and asked the 
architect for work, and that tho Chinese 
bo discharged. This was refused and the 
leaders told to mind their own business. 
At the new Batik of 1?. C. building they 
were tuld tho Chinese would be dis- 
charged when other contractors also agreed 
to tho same. Mr. Heathorn, boot and 
shoo manufacturer, told the soekers for 
work that he employed whom ho pleased 
and would cuutiuuo to do so. At the Bel- 
mont shoe factory Mr. Dalby informed 
the leaders that ho would givo work to 
every shoemaker in tho crowd at an ad- 
vance of 25 per cent., and discharge the 
Chinese. However, thero wero no shoe- 
makers in tho procession. Mr. Gray, 
stair builder, Johnson, Walker & Flett, 
the office of tho Dominion saw mill 
company and Messrs. Muirhe'ad & Mann 
wore visited in turn. In each place they 
were informod either that tho Chinese 
would be discharged when othor manu- 
facturers would agroo to the aame, or that 
it win found impossible to get-along with- 
out Chmeau in certain work; though it 
was a matter of necossity rather than 
choice. White men would be employed 
if thoy proved satisfactory. Sayward's 
mill was next visited when Mr. Sayward, 
jr., informed them that whito men at 
§1 50 pt>r day would be employed if they 
guarau'eed to do tho work, and perma- 
nently remain in the place. The bishop's 
residence was the last placo visited, where 
the men were tola by Mr. Gillespie, tho 
contractor, that ho also would employ 
white met) instead of the Chinoso if othor 
contractors would do tho samo. 

The procession then disbanded without 
having accomplished anvt!,ing further 
than expressing their disapproval of the 
employment of Chinese labcr. Tho de- 
monstration was carried out with very 
little sjB.'em, there apparently being no 
organization or determination to accom- 
plish a definite end. The numbers of the 
procession were slightly added to in its 
inarch, and probably the movement may 
grow into something of a moro defined 
nature.

the attractivonoss of thia northern Pa- 
cilio trip becoming established ill tho east 
is gradually increasing tho travel. 

From Mr. Charles Hullock, who 
represents tho Pioneer Press of St.

especially tho glaciers, 400 feet in heighti 
large masses of which would break off 
from the main glacier, and full into tho 
water with a report like thunder, the 
water uplashing 200 foot into the air with 
a loud roar, making a fine tight.

The 
Ancon's freight comprised 7,800 pounds, 
principally furs. 

The Geo. E. Starr Bteamod to tho outer 
wharf at 2:30 p. m. and the passengers 
embarked on her for home, with the ex- 
ception of those dostined for San Fran- 
cisco, who will leave to-day on the Elder. 
Capt. Carroll gave the party a parting 
salute as they steamed away. Tho pas- 
sengers all apeak highly of tho unvaried 
kindness and courtesy of the captain dur- 
ing the trip, a fact that always adds 
greatly to the pleasuro of such an ex-' 
cursion.

In re. Hibbs. — The adjourned argument 
upon the application for a writ of luibeas 
corpus was continued yosterday by Mr.

Parnell will continue to sit for the rebel 
city of Cork and Healy for Monagban, 
unless it should be deemed wise to as- 
sail the constituencies further north. It 
is believed Lavitt has been coerced into 
silence. It was seriously debated 
whether Parnell would not denounce 
him at the coming Parnell banquet in 
Dublin, and it is said Lavitt, in order 
to avoid it, has made submission. He 
is deeply suspected, however, and a 
rupture is possible.
